Throughout the depression great 
emphasis had been laid upon the lack 
or balance between revenue and cur- 
rent government expnditur.

The most dramatic movement in this 
direction was the reduction, amount- 
ing to more than 8480 000,000, in pay- 
ments to veterans, It seems as 
though there could have been, no form 
of legislation which would have gone 
So far towards convincing the public, 
both in the United States and 
abroad, thet it was the intention of 
the government that legislation be di- 
rected toward the welfare of the 
country as a whole rather than to- 
ward favouring special interests 
which had strong political influence. 
This action brought great prestige to 
the administration, prestige which 
has proved most helpful in obtaining 
approval for subsequent legislation. 

An amendment to the Federal 
Farm Loan Act contains a provision 
that the Federal Land Banks may 
issue farm loan bonds to an aggre- 
gate not in excess of two billion dol- 
lars, to pay 4 per cent interest and to 
be guaranteed as to interest by the 
United States Government.

In the pending legislation, which 
might algo be classified under this 
heading, are the Federal Securities 
Act and the Glass Permanent Bank 
Regulation Bin. Under the former 
measure, companies issuing securi- 
ties in the United States must furnish 
detailed statistics as to earnings and 
general financial position. Clearly it 
is hoped that this measure will tend 
toward re-establishing confidence, 
both in the financial inetitutions 


which issue securities and in the new 
issues ‘which shall ‘be brought out in 
the future. The Glass Permanent 
Regulation Bill contains provisions 
which would ensure ‘bank deposits, 
prohibit interest on demand deposits,

Poor on His Side 

Where did Spada get the money? 
He simply levied it on the rich, When 
he ran out of cash he was in the 
habit of notifying the notables of this 
or that commune that he would be 
around on such and such a day to 
collect a certain sum. He told them 
the exact amount he needed, When 
he did appear with his men, the money 
was waiting for them. For nobody 
had the audacity to denounce Spada's 
presence in a given community to the 
gendarmie, Betrayal was puhished 
ewiftiy and surely, atthough not ne- 
cessarily by Spada himself. All the 
poor of the island were on his side 
ready to revenge him. 

Before the French government de- 
cided to put an end to banditry in the 
island of Corsica, the periodic visits 
of Spada to certain villages were ot- 
casions of frank public rejoicing and 
festivities, Spada acted as host at 
‘one of the taverns and scrupulously 
settled the joint bill of expense after 
the jambobée’ of sin and 
and drintting” Ne hative Corsiban po- 
liceman felt the glightest inclination 
to interrupt these feasts. A mere at- 
tempt to arrest Spada would have 
been followed by swift punishment.

Experimental Commercial Fishing 
Licensed in Tidal Areas by Domin- 
ion Fisheries Department. 


Some idea of the commercial fish- 
ing possibilities of James Bay may be 
obtained this year through the oper- 
ations of several fishermen who he ve 
been granted experimental wences by 
the Dominion Department of Fisher- 
les which administers the tidal fish- 
eries of the region. The administra- 
tions of fisheries in non-tidal por- 
tions of water tributary to James 
Bay is in provincial hands. 


It hae been known, of course, that 
there are different kinds of fish in 
James Bay—whitefish, trout, species 
of herring, ete.—but the measure of: 
their abundance has not been deter- 
mined, This year’s operatins are 
expected to be helpful toward indi- 
cating what quantities of various 
@pecies might be obtained if com- 
mercial fishing were undertaken. The 
results of the lidensees’ experience 
should also be useful to the work of 
framing future fisheries regulations 
to cpnserve the fish stocks of the 
area,

The only 
‘fisheries products affected, however, 
are “sardines, cooked in all and pre 
served in on.“ Tnese sardines are 
now to be admitted under the Inter- 
mediate Tariff dess a discount of 
‘*wenty per cent,” instead of under 
the Intermediate Tariff as heretofore. 
' Salmon and Lobsters 
Admission of Canada’s canned sal, 
mon and lobsters under the French 
minimum tatiff is probably the most 
‘important change brought about by 
‘the agreement, so far ag the Domin- 
ion’s fishing industry is concerned. 
France is an important market for 
‘canned salmon, and, a very substan- 
‘tial market for Canadian canned lob- 
‘ster, but there have been difficulties 
in the way of Dominion exporters 
who havesought sales there, and the 
mew tariff arrangement will be wel- 
come. 


Expressed in terms of the metrie 


‘quintal, 220 pounds, the canned sal- 
mon quota established for Canada in 
the French market is 25,000 quintals, 
gross weight, for the period ending 
September 25 next, and “after the 
‘st October a new quota shall be 
fixed agreed upon by both govern- 
ments.” The quota for lobsters ig to 
be 3,000 quintals per annum. Ag « 
mater of fact, the agreement's item 
relating to lobsters covers fresh lob- 
ster as well as those preserved and 
prepared” but at present the Domin- 
ion ships only canned lobsters to 
France. 

Shipments of canned salmon and 
canned lobster must be accompanied 
tq France by certificates of origin 
issued by Canadian officials designat- 
ed for this purpose and they must 
ibe visaed by French consular au- 
thorities in Canada. Any shipments 
which are not accompanied by these 
certificates “shall. be submitted. to 
the rate of the General Tariff.” The 
agreemen algo requires the Dominion 
Department of Fisheries to take “all 
necessary measures to ensure that

quired for production of each barrel 
of naphtha has been greatly reduced 
and now average for the whole field 
a few points above 100,000 cubic 
feet of gas per barrel of naphtha re- 
covered.
